Other hotly contested races are 
for the United States Senate, in 
which Goodwin J. Knight is oppos- 
ed by Clair Engle, and the Tulare- 
Kings county Assembly race in 
which Incumbent Myron Frew is 
being opposed by County Counsel 
Ralph Jordan.

County Civil War Resumes Saturday 
As COS Giants Invade Porterville 


For Homecoming Game With Pirates 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 30 — The football stadium at Porterville col- 
lege is expected to be jammed Saturday night when Coach Harry 
Kane's Pirates host the College of the Sequoias Giants in Tulare coun- 


ty's annual "civil war" game. 

A number of sidelights will add 
interest to the always crucial 
rivalry between the two teams. 

At stake will be the Tulare 
County Board of Supervisors’ tro- 
phy for the winner, first won by 
Porterville two years ago and held 
for the first time by COS after its 
victory last season. 


Another ‘‘plum”’ for the winner 
may be an invitation’to be the 
host team-in the annual Olive 
Bow] football game at Lindsay on 
Thanksgiving Day, possibly against 
an out-of-state opponent. 

Porterville will receive added 
inspiration because it is homecom- 
ing night for members of the Por- 
terville College Alumni asssocia- 
tion who will attend the game be- 
tween a buffet dinner and a dance. 

The two teams will come into 
Saturday night’s game with almost 
identical records, both in league 
play and in non-conference games. 
The Pirates and Giants are tied 
for second in the Central Califor- 
nia Conference behind Fresno with 
3-1 marks. Porterville has won 
from Reedley, Coalinga and Han- 
cock and lost to Fresno. In non- 
conference play, the Giants lost to 
Monterey Peninsula and Mt. San 
Antonio, while the Pirates dropped 
games to Hartnell and Los Angeles 
Harbor. 

Comparative scores against mu- 
tual opponents show little differ- 
ence between the two teams. COS 
defeated Coalinga 24-16, topped 
Reedley, 19-6, and walloped Han- 
cock, 52-8. Porterville scored a 
32-0 victory over Reedley, edged 
Coalinga by a 26-24 score, and 
humbled Hancock, 55-7. 

Coach Dick Jacobson, in his first 
year as head coach at Sequoias, 
has come up with a tough ball 
team operating from a wing-T for- 
mation. Sophomore quarterback 
Bill Baird is both a passing and 
running threat while the ‘‘touch- 
down twins” from Mt. Whitney 
High school — Jack Acker and 
Larry Todd — give the Giants an 
explosive running game. 

Kane is hoping his Pirates will 
bounce back from their 19-6 loss 
to Taft last weekend.

| Also under study are some pro- 


posed budget reforms, designed to 
give the Legislature greater con- 
trol over appropriations for va- 
rious functions. At present, more 
than two-thirds of the $2 billion 
budget is fixed either by the Con- 
stitution or continuous statutory 
appropriations. In addition, spe- 
cial funds financed from earmark- 
ed revenues such as hunting and 
fishing and other licenses are 
practically exempt from legislative 
supervision. As a result of these 
two facts, the committee was in- 
formed, only about one fifth of the 
total budget is subject to complete 
control, 

In the interests of economy, both 
the legislative analyst and the de- 
partment of finance recommend- 
ed to the committee that greater 
eontrol over expenditures be re- 
stored to your law-makers. Point- 
ing out that governmental “fixed 
charges” fall into two major cate- 
gories, contractual or moral obli- 
gations, and charges fixed by sta- 
tute chiefly to avoid annual legis- 
lative review, spokesmen suggest- 
ed as a basic change that all fixed 
charges except those relating to 
state bonds be removed from the 
Constitution. 

Also proposed was that many of 
the statutory fixed charges be re- 
moved from law in order to leave 
decisions concerning the functions 
they finance to the Legislature. 
Still another idea advanced was 
that certain earmarked revenues 
be transferred to the general fund 
so the programs they support could 
“take potluck along with other 
controllable costs.” 

Anticipating fears that such fi-

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Vaccination 
For Fowl Pox 
Is Recommended 


By W. F. Rooney 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA, Oct. 30 — Natural 
outbreaks of fowl pox, a common 
poultry disease during the late 
summer and fall months in chick- 
ens and turkeys, are showing up 
in Tulare county; usual symp- 
toms consist of wart-like growths 
on the comb and wattles. 

In young poultry fowl pox 
lesions frequently involve the eye. 
This disease can cause a heavy 
loss in egg production and may 
also result in come loss of young 
birds. Vaccination will prevent 
this disease. 


Vaccination is easily performed 
by sticking each bird in the web 
of the wing or in the thigh with a 
needle previously dipped in vac- 
cine. One vaccination gives a 
chicken life-long immunity and a 
turkey about six months immun- 
ity. A “take” consists of a scab 
or swelling about ten days follow- 
ing the vaccination. 


The preferred age for vaccinat- 
ing is 8 to 14 weeks, but because 
of its prevalence in the late sum- 
mer and fall, vaccinating at a 
younger age is advised. Fall 
chicks are often vaccinated before 
they are two weeks of age, and 
with care, may be given day-old 
vaccination in the flank. 

After a flock of pullets has 
reached 15 to 20% egg production

represent moral obligations on the 
part of state government. Other 
agencies and even individuals must 
be able to depend on the fact that 
such obligations will be met.

TERMINUS DAM BIDS WILL BE OPENED 
IN SACRAMENTO DECEMBER 16; PROJECT 
LOCATED TWO MILES FROM LEMON COVE 


VISALIA, Oct. 30 — Following 
very closely on the recent ground- 
breaking for Success dam on the 
Tule river, the Corps of Army en- 
gineers has released notice that 
bids for the $10,000,000 Terminus 
dam on the Kaweah river will be 
opened at 2:00 p.m., December 16, 
in Room 305, Corps of Army En- 
gineers office, Sacramento. This 
is about. three months in advance 
of the date projected a few months 
ago. 

-The proposed location is at Lime 
Kiln hill about two miles north- 
east of Lemon Cove, and the esti- 
mated cost of the entire project is 
about $23,600,000. The dam will 
be 2,375 feet long, 250 feet high, 
1,025 feet wide at the bottom and 
25 feet wide at the top. Capacity 
of the reservoir will be 150,000 
acre feet of water, which en- 
gineers say would have adequately 
controlled the December 1955 
flood. 

The total length of the reservoir 
site will be four and one-half miles 
and the lake will cover 1,945 
acres, The water will be 194 feet 
deep at the Dam when filled to 
capacity, with the spillway being 
located on the south side. 

The minimum pool is planned 
for 8,000 acre feet of water at the 
lowest part of the season for sedi- 
ment storage and other project 
purposes. This pool may be aug- 
mented for recreational purposes 
by purchase of water from the
